Plans for Biggest in the World 


Being Prepared for This 


Government. 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—Finns for 


the largest and-best dry dock in tho 
world lire being prepared in the bureau 
of yards and docks at the navy depart- 
ment. The last naval appropriation con- 
tained a provision for a. dock to cost $1,- 
250,000 to. be constructed at the Brem- 
erton nnv'y ynrd, Puget Sound, Washing- 
ton. 
This amount ie larger than ever 


heretofore 
• appointed 
appropriated 


for a dock and the new dock will when 
completed be able to take in the largest 
battleship cither in course ot construc- 
tion or in contemplation. The location 
for the clock hns already been selected 
at the yard and borings aro. now being 
made to learn the depth of tho founda- 
tion. It is to be a concrete dock of the 
latest pattern and the materials .will be 
lurchased on'the Pacific coast ii'practi- 
cable. 


The dock is to be so constructed that 


t can be lengthened if vessels of greater 
cngth should be built in the future. It 
will be thirty-seven feet in depth over 
sill, which will provide for the docking 
of any vessel1 that can be built unless 
oute unknown system of building is de 
veloped. The greater depth of the'ncw 
dock is aloo designed to meet cases where 


vessel has been injured and draws 


much more than the ordinary depth on 
account of the injury.1

M., July 10.—Several 


slight tremors occurred at Socorro last 
light. No serious damage was dojie. The 
panic among the inhabitants is subsiding 


it is believed the worst of the earth- 


quake has passed. 


Most of the people of Socorro are still 


camping in the open. The action ' of 
Mayor Dursuni, who, at his own expense, 
is doubling tho capacity of the city's 
•water supply to meet ony lire emergen- 
cy, is restoring confidence as he1 keeps 
the men at work even during the fre- 
quent earthquake shocks. 


Alnny of the refugees at Santa Fe and 


Albuquerque have signiiied their intcn-. 
tion of returning to Socorro next week 
if there arc no more violent nmnilcsta-: 
tions by that time. A careful search of' 
the'lava fields to tho southwest of.the 
city have failed to reveal any new hot 
springs or evidences of volcanic action 
•eported yesterday. 
The entire property 


damage nt Socorro will not exceed $5,- 
;00, as only the old adobe houses have 
iffered. 
In surrounding towns 'the 


property damage is also slight owing to 
the cheap character of tho buildings af- 
fected and tlie absence of costly struc- 
tures. 


'1 he natives who were praying in 'the 


streets have become quieted. 


Tlie shocks undoubtedly, arc caused by 


slides of mountain masses in the Magdn-

WHAT THE LAW SAYS. • 


By the terms of the law enacted by 


the legislature of Wisconsin, known as 
chapter 124 of the laws of 1899, it is 
provided as follows: 


"It fihall be lawful for the boards of 


any town, village or city in this .state 
at any .regular .or, special meeting to vote 
any sum of money not exceeding $50 in 
any one year,-except in cities of 5,000 
populatiorf'-and .over, the amounts may 
not exceed S.00';in:.any-rpnc-year, for the 
purpose of defraying the expenses of the 
proper observance of Memorial or'Dec-' 
oration day, which amount- shnll b& as- 
sessed, levied and collected in the saice 
manner as other expenses of said town, 
village'or city are assessedj levied and 
collected, and shall be paid to the super- 
visor, president or mayor of'such town, 
village or city and be disbursed by him 
in such manner as' the town, village 
board or city council of such town,xvil- 
lagc or city may direct upon the vouch- 
ers properly receipted and audited by the 
town, village or city board;. except that 
in any town, village or city in which 
there may be a post of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, such post niay direct the 
manner and extent of such observance, 
and the supervisor or mayor shall pay 
the expenses thereof upon the order or 
orders of the commander or quartermas- 
ter of such .post, which orders shall be 
"his vouchers for'such bill,'and. in case 
there may." be two .-or., more posts' by con- 
current action shall direct the supervisor 
or,mayor of such towu. Tillage, or city 
^w-hat proportion of such nionev so a»- 
:sessed shall be expended by each of such 
ppiits, which proportion shall be _paid by 
such supervisor upon the order or orders 
of the commander or quartermaster of 
each of such post.".

mines. The earthquake shocks have been 
felt and they have been getting worse, 
until now the occur every few minutes. 
The water in the hot springs near hero 
increased sereral degrees in temperature 
and the inhabitants fear that the ancient 
extinct oolcnno, ten miles from tho town, 
will bre,ik out and begin spurting lava 
again. 


The court houso is now a mass of 


ruins and the town house is cracked and 
falling. Many 
have already 
fallen, 


crushing their contents, tho inhabitants 
having already abandoned them. Nobody 
lived indoors for several days and. most 
of tho people- are fleeing from the com- 
munity. Tho Santa Fc company has sent 
box cars into which the people are being 
piled and hauled out like cattle. How 
much longer they can get away on care 
s not certain, however, as great boulders 
and tons of earth are toppling on to the 
Lraok in various places and every train 
jas to stop until the ostructions tun be 
removed. The people arc fleeing with- 
out anything. They are- locking up thqir 
•»usc, taking the train and-getting out 
is soon as they can.

RESCUER FATALLY STRICKEN. 
Street at this time happened to be 


passing in a buggy, and, hearing the cry 
of distress, went to the rescue. As he 
swam out toward Seelman the boy sank 
for the last time. Then diving down, 
Street clutched the boy's hair and would 
have rescued him had not his strength 
given out and be'was forced to return to 
shore to save his own life. A few min- 
utes later other help arrived and Seel- 
man, 
now dead, was pulled, from tha
